all concerned for me to get out of 
the picture.” Asked if his resig- 
nation had been requested by 
Gov. Green, Medill replied: “No 
sir, no gir.” 

Medill added that “Gov. Green 
is one of the finest men I ever 
have been associated with. He 
has just been grand to me, There 
isn’t anything I wouldn’t do for 
him if he called on me.” 

The Governor declined to state 
whether he had requested Medill’s 
resignation. He also refused to 
elaborate on what he meant by 
“for the good of the service.”

Medill asserted that “Scanlan 
had the personal knowledge and 
should have performed his duty 
by closing the mine.” 

Yesterday, however, Medill said 
that although inspectors have the 
theoretical power to close unsafe 
mines, it was the practice of in- 
spectors not to take such action 
without consulting Medill.

The bill he introduced, he 
said, would authorize a federal 
inspector, whenever he “finds 
that the operation of a mine is 
endangering the lives of the 
employes,” to close it “until 
pronounced safe by federal 
authority.” 

Under the mine safety code 
worked out by the Government 
and the miners after federal 
seizure of the mines last May 
29, the coal mines administra- 
tor is required to “take appro- 
priate action” in cases of vio- 
lation. This action, the agree- 
ment states, “may include dis 
ciplining or replacing the oper-

Appel, 37 years old, lives at 7441 
Gannon avenue, University City. 
He admitted to the court that he 
used an incomplete 
black-covered book, showing only 
about 25 per cent of the actual 
business done by the store, in 
making his income tax returns, At 
the same time, he admitted, he 
kept a secret gray book which 
was a complete record of the 
business. He got a deputy collec- 
tor to help him make out his re- 
turn, on the basis of the incom- 
plete record book. 

Appel told the court he had been 
“misled” into believing that it was 
a common practice of business 
men to deceive the Government as 
to tax liability. He said also 
through his lawyer, Thomas C. 
Hennings Jr., that he had paid 
one half the proceeds of the busi- 
ness to his father, who was re- 
tired, and who, he believed, had 
made no income tax return. 

“You don’t mean, do you,” Judge 
Hulen asked the lawyer, “that this 
man thought he was doing right?” 

“No,” Hennings said, “he knew 
he was doing wrong.” He cited 
the fact that Appel had made a 
full statement of the case, and 
had turned over the complete rec- 
ord to agents of the IntePnal Rev- 
enue Bureau’s intelligence unit, 
and argued that he should receive 
leniency in view of this co-opera- 
tion, The maximum punishment 
possible under his plea of guilty 
on one count would have been five 
years’ imprisonment and $10,000 
fine, 


The amount of business con- 
cealed over the three-year period,

097. Appel’s reported net income 
for the three-year period reached 
a total of $5906, whereas the actual 
amount, the prosecutor stated, 
was $50,488.

During Stormy Reign in Greece 


Ousted by Revolution in 1923 and By Ger- 


mans in 1941—Monarch Had 
No Greek Blood. 


By the Associated Press. 

APPER King George II of 

Greece, one of the two last 
“monarchs in the turblent 
‘Balkans, had reoccupied his un- 
steady throne only half a year 
when death removed him today 
from a scene of civil strife and 
recrimination from left wing foes 
at home and abroad. 

The king of the Greeks was no 
Greek himself by blood. He was 
the son of King Constantine, who 
himself was twice removed from 
the throne by popular disfavor. 
His grandfather came from Den- 
mark and his mother was a siste: 
of the last German kaiser, Wil- 
helm Ii. George also had English 
and Russian royal blood. 

He was five feet six inches 
tall, had Danish features’and was 
ordinary looking except for his 
monocle. He wore elevated shoes 
to make him look taller. 

George's royal house of Glucks- 
burg dates back only to 1862 when 
the Greek national] assembly asked 
the British Government to name 
a successor to expelled King Otto 
I. The second son of Christian 
IX of Denmark was nominated 
as rge I. 

George II, grandson of George 
I, was born just outside Athens in 
1890, the eldest son of King Con- 
‘ stantine. When Constantine was 
deposed in 1917, George II was ex- 
cluded from succession to the 
throne by the British, who charged 
him with German sympathies, The 
crown went to Constantine's sec- 
ond son, Alexander. 

Crowned in 1922, 

Constantine was restored to the 
throne in 1920 only to be deposed 
again by a revolution in 1922. In 
the meantime, Alexander had died 
and George Il became King on 
Sept. 27. 1922. 

But George was not King long. 
An unsuccessful counter-revolution 
in 1923 made his position difficult

(In London, Greek leftists said 
the death of the king would “mean 
no change for the time being” in 
the situation in Greece. 

(“There will be no change,” a 
leftist leader said, “unless Presi- 
dent Truman takes this opportu- 
nity to effect a change in the re- 
gime.” The leader, who has close 
connections with left-wing ele 
ments inside Greece, recalled that 
both President Truman and the 
British Government had acknowl- 
edged publicly that the present 
Greek Government -was not per- 
fect.) 

George was married Feb. 27, 
. 3821, to Elizabeth, elder daughter 
of King Ferdinand and Queen 
Marie of Romania. They were 
divorced on July 7, 1935. They 
had no children.

Frederika Luise, daughter of the 
Duke of Brunswick.

Paul's children are Princess So- 
phie, born in November 1938; 
Prince Constantihe, born in June

some, a romantic sort of royal 
‘personage still seen occasionally 
at Monte Carlo and other Euro- 
pean play spots. He dresses in 
London tailored clothes, wears a 
monocle and speaks perfect Eng- 
lish. 

Paul is an allround sportsman. 
Yachting and flying are his chief 
interests, but he has served his 
apprenticeship as a statesman and 
military man. 

Once a commander in the Greek 


navy, he served during the war as} 


a major general in his country’s 
army, mostly in South Africa and

ro. 

Paul's marriage to Frederika 
Laise in 1938 wag one of the most 
_ spectacular and glittering wed- 

dings of the century. Forty royal 
princes attended, and 20 bishops 
officiated. The British Duke of 
Kent and the Duchess of Kent, 
herself a Greek princess, were 
among the guests. 

Queen Frederika was educated 
in England. She is a gredt-great- 
granddaughter of Queen Victoria 
and in the line of succession—far 
down the -list—to the British 
~ throne. She had to follow the tra- 
dition of asking the King bf Eng- 
land's permission to marry. 

At Paul's marriage, Crown 
Prince (now. king) Mihai of Ro- 
mania wag one of his three best 
men. Now he and Mihai are the 
last enthroned monarchs in the 
Balkans.

next. He was famous for his 
monocle and hig flawlessly tailored 
clothes. George “kept up appear- 
ances” on a small income from an 
estate of George I in Greece, 

He turned down Hollywood mo- 
vie contracts and appeared to de- 
rive most of his pleasure from 
tutoring his nephew, Mihai, now 


| King of Romania, in regal ways. 


He maintained a firm conviction 
that the Greeks one day would re- 
call him. 

During his exile he consoled his 
sister, Helen, after her break with 
King Carol of Romania. He saw 
his mother, Queen Sophie, die in 
a German hospital. Elizabeth di- 
vorced him in Bucharest July 6, 
1935, on grounds of desertion and 
stayed in Romania to live. 

Then ir. 1935 came the long 
awaited recall—a move reputedly 
th work of famous “Little John” 
Metaxas, Greece’s late strong man, 
On Nov. 3,. 1935, a plebescite re- 
turned George to the throne by a

vote more than 90 per cent in his 
favor. 

When he named Metaxas mili- 
tary dictator of Greece in 1936 he 
was accused of breaking his oath 
to preserve the constitution, but 
he weathered the storm and by 
1987 his throne appeared secure. 


When war broke out in Septem- 
ber 1939, he and Metaxas appar- 
ently sought to keep Greece clear, 
but it was apparent Greece would 
play an important part in the 
European conflict. 

The storm broke in October 
1940, when the Axis was reported 
to have demanded George’s ab- 
dication. An ultimatum from Italy 
followed, but George rejected it 
and on Oct. 28 Fascist forces 
streamed into Greece. 

Metaxas died as the Greeks 
piled victory on victory, forcing 
the Italians back over the Alban- 
ian mountains. But, on April 6, 
1941, Germany invaded Greece and 
George fled. 


He lived mostly in London on 


$5000 a year until his recall to 
the throne after a plebiscite last 
September. 

Since his return to Greece, 
George had lived in a palace occu- 
pying an entire block in the center 
of Athens. His infrequent excur- 
sions from the palace were guard- 
ed heavily by the skirted Evzones 
and regular troo,s. His public 
appearances were rare also, one of 
them being to open Parliament

AFL carpenters\and home build- 
ers in St. Louis have agreed to 
continue the present hourly rate 
for journeymen carpenters for an- 
other year in order to help hold 
costs of home construction at pres- 
levels, it became known today.

Meanwhile, a spokesman for the 
Master Builders’ Association said 
his organization had not negotiat- 
ed a new agreement with the 


carpenters for commercial build- 
ing. Last Friday, the carpenters’ 
union issued an ultimatum that 
carpenters will not work on com- 
mercial projects for less than 
$2.20 an hour after May 1.

The death of George Glucksberg, king of 
Greece, was providential. As long as he remained 
on the throne, all the United States could do for 
Greece in the name of representative government 


_ was compromised by one of the most undem- 


ocratic and most cordially despised kings in the 
world. 
Yet we were embarrassed also to demand the 


_ removal of George II as a prerequisite to our 


assistance, for his return to the throne had been 


voted by the people of Greece last year, The 
United States Government had some 600 observ- 


- ers at the polls, and they reported that techni- 
cally the election was fair. 


It was true that British Tory and later Labor 

policy had led inexorably up to the return of 
George. It was true that many of the Greek 
voters were not so much voting for George as 
they were voting in fear'of Communism and in 
favor of anything that promised a stable govern- 
ment. “George II is cordially hated by all but 
a fraction of his martyred subjects,” Leigh White 
wrote five years ago. 
‘In a larger sense than the technical, there- 
fore, the plebiscite was not a free one, but be- 
cause it was — or appeared to be -— technically 
free, the hands of this Government were tied. 

Now our hands are loosed by the death of 
George. The opportunity is presented to give the 
Greek people a chance to vote on the question 


again, now that they have a happier choice than 


that between monarchy and chaos. But the mon- 
archists have sought to foreclose that opportu- 
nity by the crowning of George’s only brother, 
the heir presumptive, Prince Paul. 

The United States Government should have 
had something to say about it before the crown 
was handed on. Paul crowned will be much the 
same embarrassment to American policy as 
George. He will carry on the tradition of the 
Hbuse of Glucksberg for selling out the Greek 
people, and for submitting to such Fascist dicta- 
tors as Metaxas. 

The United States, and representative govern- 
ment everywhere, have an interest in seeing that 
Paul Glucksberg does not act as King of Greece 
unless a majority of the Greek voters want him. 
This country is not only preparing to pour $250,- 
000,000 into Greece as a beginning; it is prepar- 
ing to give the Greek Government its implied 
approval by supporting it against the Commu- 
nists. The Greek people have an interest in duly 
passing on Paul instead of buying him in a regal 


poke. 


Mahlon Wallace’s Attack 

Wallace Jr., chairman of the St. Louis 
County rary, has accused the Council of the 
City of Ladue of stooping to “a new low in po- 
litical gubterfuge” in its attitude toward the li- 
brary. “The penny-pinching city fathers of La- 
due,” as Wallace calls them, are attempting to 
escape pa t of the county library tax “by 
substituting a one-mill tax for a so-called city 
library, which means no library at all, for the 
10-mill county library tax.”

A cheap business, this. 
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The Press Debates Itself 


The press of the United States is debating its 
merits, as a result of a report by the Commission 
on Freedom of the Press. While the Chicago 
Sun wants to know, “Can the press take it?” 
other newspapers ask if the press should have 
to, and the Chicago Tribune refers to “A Free 
Press (Hitler Style).” : : , 

Nothing in the report seems audacious enough 


to justify such harsh criticism. The commis- 
. slon of 13 eminent professional men, who worked 


under Chancellor Robert Hutchins of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, have neither found nor rec- 
ommended anything particularly new. 

While the best of the press is excellent, they 
conclude, the average is not good enough and 
should be better. Anyone who disputed that 
would have to defy all past evidence of count- 
ing-house journalism, radio’s excessive commer- 
Cilalism and vacuous motion pictures, 

What the commission meant to do was to de- 
fine the area of criticism for the public, But 
it will be hard for the citizen to understand its 
philosophical ‘concepts, Moreover, the commis- 
sion lumped radio, films and general publishing 
with newspapers, and this omnibus mixture they 
call the press. So if the press wishes to defend 
itself, it had better decide which part of itself 
the report is criticizing. 

At one point the commission threatens to 
come to grips with a real issue. That is when 
it recites the growth of concentration in broad- 
casting and publishing power. “Bigness” in it- 
self is not the danger, since many large enter- 
prises show more financial independence and 
public accountability than smal] publications or 
radio stations. The danger, as the commission 
properly sees it, is the smaller proportion “of 


people who can express their opinions and ideas 


through the press.” 

What should be done about it? The commis- 
sion generally is vague. It says nothing about 
alleged price-fixing behind the newsprint short- 
age, which is threatening the life of many small 


- newspapers. ‘The commission seems just as 


reluctant as the Federal Communications Com- 
‘mission to propose anything about the new op- 
portunities in frequency modulation broadcast- 
ing. Most of the FM licenses so far have been 
snapped up by broadcasters doing business at 


_ the same old stand, 


This commission is duly fearful of government 
meddling with press censorship, but it also fears 


that the press might become bad enough to in- | 


voke public reprisal, Between the two fears, it 
has not clearly defined the difference between 
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censorship and careful action to expand free- 
dom of expression. 

Self-criticism and self-regulation are neces- 
sary for the press, but as recommendations they 
are both old and inconclusive, The commis- 
sion attempted a stern questioning of the com- 
munications industry, Why not a. vigorous 
answer as well? 
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State’s Attorney Hohlt’s Grave Duty 

No man in Illinois today has a more important 
duty than Wilbert J. Hohit, State's’ Attorney of 
Washington County, Il). Since the Centralia mine 
explosion oeveurred under his county, he is re- 
sponsible for the local investigation and prose- 
cution of, those who gambled with the lives of 
111 miners—and lost the gamble. 

Mr. Hohit cannot afford to run the risk of hav- 
ing his hands tied by serving on.Gov, Green's be- 
lated state investigating commission, He should 
keep himself free from and high above al) politi- 
cal connections and considerations. 5 

If Mr. Hohit needs an example, he has to look 
no further than the foursquare figure of State 
Mine Inspector Driscoll Scanlan, who refused to 
go along with Director Medill’s political shake- 
down of coal operators. 
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Representative Hartley’s Proposal 

The Hartley bill now before the House as a 
stop-gap against the threatened telephone strike 
is an emergency measure that should give every- 
one concerned some degree of satisfaction. It 
empowers the President to halt by injunction 
any severing of the country's telephone arteries, 
It guarantees the telephone workers two chan- 
nels for review of their grievances. And it leaves 
to the rank-and-file to decide by secret vote 
whether to take the company’s offer. 

As a long-range program, the Hartley bill may 
have its rough edges, but it is expressly tempo- 
rary. In substance, it seeks to accomplish the 
same objectives as the law controlling strikes in 
public utilities in Hartley's home state of New 
Jersey. The form and procedure are different, 
the goal the same: to provide mediation of the 
unresolved questions and thereby avert a strike. 

The telephone company surely should find 
nothing to oppose in the injunction to keep the 
wires buzzing. The union has asked for media- 
tion and arbitration, And in St. Louis, the South- 
western Bell Telephone Co. has offered to arbi- 
trate the issue of wages, although the union says 
wages are only one of 89 issues. Representative 
Hartley proposes the very approach the union 
has wanted, though it may be cast in more 
stringent mold than desired. 

Time is short. Any fair method which keeps 
service aperating and assures the workers of 
review should command serious consideration. 
Better to have the emergency Hartley bill now 
than a repressive permanent measure later, con- 
ceived by irate Congressmen in the white heat 
of an unfortunate walkout. 
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To Ask Another Question 

Senator Ferguson of Michigan opposes Lilien- 
thal because he is a crusader for “big govern- 
ment.” Beardsley Ruml, a top-rank business 
man, favors Lilienthal because he is an opponent 
of “big government.”” Who is right?

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Mission by Marshall 


Secretary Marshall is doing all right at Mos- 
cow. He is doing very well indeed. He is not 


- glossing over sorry situations in the hope of wind- 


ing up with a communique that sounds credit- 
able. He is not allowing himself to be put on 
the defensive, as our emissaries so often have 
been in these discussions with the Soviets. He 
has again taken a strong affirmative, leaving Mr. 
Molotov and Mr. Vishinsky on strategically poor 
terrain. . 

What Secretary Marshall says makes sense. He 
says it is idle to come to a conference with a 
closed mind. He plays no favorites in this mat- 
ter, for he directs his remarks at both Fkance 
and Russia—the former with respect to Ruhr 
coal, the latter with respect to reparations from 
Germany. The Secretary of State goes all the 
way in meaning what he says; he won't buy a 
little success at the price of accepting ultima- 
tums, and unless the conference can: honestly 
reason out its problems he would prefer to have 
nothing done at all. He says so in so many 
words. 

Since this seems to be what the Russians have 
been stalling for in an effort to find out—wheth- 
er the United States would risk complete failure 
of the Moscow ‘conference rather than have arbi- 
trary demands rammed down its throat—there 
may be a prospect now of getting something done, 
There is at least as'much a prospect as.the other 
conferees, in their wisdom or lack of it, are will- 
ing to allow, for Secretary Marshall has handled 
himself superbly, inviting actual consideration, 
instead of the denunciation and counter-denun- 
ciation that have too often passed for it.

One day last summer, 1500 coal miners 
and their families, as well as several op- 
erators, gathered around a mine at Bruce- 
ton, Pa., for an unusual picnic. Instead of 
dancing and potato races, the entertain- 
ment consisted of explosions. 

After the crowd had been moved back, a 
thick cloud of coal dust was whirled around 
inside the mouth of the mine and ignited 
by an electric spark, What happened_next 
almost literally laid the audience in the 
aisles, With a roar and a rush of smoke, 
a giant flame leaped out of the mine, picked 
up a coal car and smashed it against a hill- 
side 350 feet away. 

When the bug-eyed spectators were 
through examining the wreck of the car 
and the seared grass on the hill, there wasn’t 
one who doubted any more that coa] dust 
alone, without any help from marsh gas, 
can cause a devastating explosion. 

“T wouldn't have believed it if I hadn’t 
seen it,” one miner said. “I guess all that 


stuff about watering the coal isn’t crazy,: 


after all,” 


Thousands of Casualties 


This bit of visual education was part of 
the efforts of the United States Bureau of 
Mines Health and Safety Branch to cut 


down the casualty lets in the country’s 


most dangerous industry. When John L, 
Lewis spoke of 28,000 miners “made dead” 
during the past 14 years and more than 1,- 
000,000 injured, he was presenting figures 
higher than those issued by the Bureau of 
Mines, but he was certainly right in de- 
scribing coal mining as a hazardous busi- 
ness. 

In 1945, the best year on record from the 
standpoint of accidents, and one of which 
the Health and Safety Branch is quite 
proud, 1086 coal miners lost their lives and 
560,500 sustained injuries. This would mean 
just about one injury for every man, woman 
and child in a town the size of Muncie, Ind., 
or Bethelehem, Pa, But there have been 
a number of years in which the lists were 
twice as long~—when one miner out of every 
five became a temporary or permanent cas- 
ualty. 

Yet Daniel Harrington, a scrappy little 
Irishman in his sixties who has headed the 
Health and Safety Branch for the past two 
decades, declares that research and com- 
mon sense have made at least 95 per cent 
of the coal-mine accidents preventable. And, 
he says, the preventable group includes 
practically all fires and explosions, Care- 
lessness is the chief cause of these unnec- 
essary tragedies. 


Handicaps for Inspectors 


Trying to make coal mining as safe as 
it ought to be has kept the Health and 
Bafety inspectors as busy as s0 many com- 
mandos. These nen work under a consid- 
erable handicap. Though they possess the 
authority to inspeet mines, they have no 
legal muscles to enforce their recommenda- 
tions, Safety laws are in the hands of the 
states. . 

The United States Bureau of Mines was 
founded back in 1010, after a series of coal- 
mine blasts had killed thousands of work- 
ers and horrified the nation. Joseph A, 
Holmes, the bureau's first chief, immediate- 
ly appealed to Thomas Edison to invent a 
safe cap lamp. 

Investigation showed that in nearly all 
these explosions, the gas had undoubtedly 


been ignited by the open lights on the min- 

ers’ hats, Ordinary electric lights were also 
dangerous. If the glass was broken, the 
filament continued to glow for several sec- 
onds—long enough, in some cases, to set 
off an explosion. 

Edison found a simple way out. He pro- 
duced a light with a spring under the bulb. 
If the bulb was broken, the spring ejected it 
instantly. These cap lamps, now used in 
the vast majority of American coal mines, 
have been the means of saving an inestima- 
ble number of lives, 


Dust Causes a Holocaust 


The bureau's next step was to ya 
coal mine at Bruceton, Pa. This small mine 
has had more than 2000 explosions, all de- 
liberately produced in order to study causes. 
Here the bureau learned much about the 
deadly nature of coal dust. They proved 
that, although marsh gas can start an ex- 
plosion, it is usually coal dust that carries 
it on and on through a mine, changing a 
small local blow into a holocaust. 

They also proved what some mining men 
still refuse to believe—that thick coal dust 
alone, without any help from gas, can ex- 
plode if ignited. When pamphlets failed 
to convince everybody, Dr. Harold P. Green- 
wald, head of the experimental mine, tried 
eloquent tongues of flame, 300 and 400 feet 
long. 

Coa] dust is a greater problem now than 
it used to be, and it is more necessary than. 
ever to hold it down by hosing. Mechanical 
eval cutters can throw about 12 times more 
dust into the air than is found in mines run 
on a pick-and-shovel basis, 

Another thing Bruceton experts proved is 
thatwock dust, scattered liberally through a 
mine, can be an important means of saving 
lives, The dust used is powdered limestone, 
as fluffy and white as a new fall of snow, 


Why Safety Is Ignored 


Study. of a number of actual disasters has 
shown that the mines adequately rock dust- 
ed averaged 12 deaths per explosion; those 
partly rock-dusted averaged 26; and those 
with no rock dust at all averaged 8&4, 

Yet the country’s most dangerous indus- 
try has made comparatively little use of 
this way to prevent casualties. Mr, Harring- 
ton stated that of the 4000 coal mines in 
the country employing at least 25 men, not 
more than 100 are properly rock-dusted ac- 
cording to Health and Safety Branch stand- 
ards, 

There are various reasons for this. A 
few mine owners have objected to the rela- 
tively small cost or have been afraid that 
traces of white powder on the fuel might 
hurt its sales value. Some miners have 
been fearful of silicosis, even though lime- 
stone can't cause it, In some instances — 
brought to light by a disaster—rock-dusting 
fell into disuse after a period of bafe opera- 
tion had produced a pleasant, balmy feeling 
of overconfidence. 

Mr. Harrington's Irish rises when he con- 
templates how many lives such carelessness 
has thrown away. He says, with a touch 
of bitterness, “Maybe in another 10 years 
they'll all be convinced.”

“well-intentioned ignorance rather than be- 
cause of any mora] obliquity.” 

As for Palestine, he assures us that the 
Balfour Declaration would “insure plain 
aailing if Jews and non-Jews in the Middle 
East had the word ‘compromise’ in their 
vocabularies.” “If we were bullies,” continues 
Campbell, “surely the bruised and battered 
victims of our domination would lie down 
on.the job or stab us in the front or back.”

The co-operation of all parts of the Em- 
pire with Britain during the war offers . 
proof, according to the author, that 
Americans misjudge or distort Britain's im- 
perialism, In contrast with British treat- 
men of native tribes, Campbell reminds us 
of the brutal rule of the Germans in East 
Africa, and he also asks “how many, if 
any, Allied sailors, soldiers or airmen lost 
their lives at the hands of unruly British | 
natives”?

The entrance to the Black 
Sea is in the eastern Mediterra- 
nean through the Aegean Sea and 
the Dardanelles, that is to say 
between Greece and Turkey. 

If and whien there is a general 
settlement with the Soviet Union, 
this strategic gateway should be 
neutralized so that the Russians 
cannot come through it to expand 
to the south, or the Western 
powers pass through it to domi- 
mate the Black Sea. 

But until there is a general 
settlement, it is necessary to close 
the gateway to the Russians and 
to keep it open for ourselves. This 
strategic advantage provides the 
only way we have of opposing the 
immense preponderance of Rus- 
sian power everywhere else, in 
Germany, in eastern Europe, in 
the Balkans, toward Iran, Afghan- 
istan, India, and on the vast land 
frontier with China, 

In so far as we are able to ex- 
ert American sea and air power in 
the Black Sea, we have the means 
of checking the advance of the 
Red Army westward tnto Europe.

In this instance it would have 
meant saying plainly that we shall 
intervene in Greece or Turkey by 
giving them a special guaranty 
of their security until there is a 
general settlement. That is what 
we are doing. 

It will not make the Russians 
any less angry to say so clearly 
than it does to put it out by in- 
nuendo and with large vague gen- 
eralizations which arouse passion 
without crystallizing the definite 
issue. | 

Then, we should not have got 
ourselves snarled up with consid- 
erations that have nothing to do 
with the basic decision. We should 
not have had to make this look 
like a relief operation. Plainly 
it is not a relief operation, cer- 
tainly not in Turkey. 

We should not have had to em- 
barrass ourselves with talk about 
“democracy,” when obviously the 
present Greek Government is one 
of the poorest exhibits we could 
have selected, and Turkey, while 
it is a self-respecting state, is cer- 
tainly not a democracy. We should 
not have had to pretend that this 
was not intervention when in fact 
We are proposing to conduct the 
Greek Government. 

The reason why the case was 
presented in generalities as an 
ideological crusade, and then in 
detail as an operation of relief and 
rehabilitation is, so far as I can 
make out, because the White 
House and State Department 
thought they could not “sell it” on 
its merits, , 


Poor View of the People. 


They believed the American 
people are not adult enough to 
support a strategic action de- 
signed to make effective a diplo- 
matic policy, and that the right 
decision had therefore first to be 
spiced up to attract their atten- 
tion, and then watered down and 
sugared over to meet their doubts. 
I think the Administration was 
wrong, and that it would be hav- 
ing less trouble if it had not 
thought it had to be smart. 
‘The Administration may, as 
Keynes once said of Lloyd George 
after the last ‘war, “judge rightly 
that this is the best of which a 
democracy is capable—to be jock- 
eyed, humbugged, cajoled along 
the right road” and that it must 
be “the method of modern states- 
men to talk as much folly as”— 
they suppose—‘‘the public demand 
and to practice no more of it than 
is compatible with what they have 
said.” But there are a good many 
signs which indicate that the 
American people have learned 
more out of the experience of this 
war than the tacticians in the 
White House and the ‘State De- 
partment have realized.

INA CLAIRE OPENS IN 
DELIGHTFUL COMEDY 


‘The Fatal Weakness,’ by 
George Kelly Enjoyed 
at the American.

It isn't often these days in the 


theater that one has the pleasure 
of witnessing such a happy union 
beween star and author as that 
between Ina Claire and George 
Kelly in “The Fatal Weakness,” 


last’ night at the American The- 
ater. It provided a delightful eve- 
ning, one which the audience ob- 
viously enjoyed. ‘ 
Miss Claire has had some hand- 
some vehicles in the past to dis- 
play her gift for finely etched 
comedy, but we can remember 
none better suited to her talents. 
Kelly has written in a light and 
gently satiric vein of an incor- 
rigibly romantic woman of middle 
years who gallantly and grace- 
fully loses her husband to an- 
other Woman and even manages 
to find some sentimental pleasure 
in doing it. : 
This warm-hearted Mrs. Espen- 
shade is at the opposite pole, both 
in character and treatment, from 
the Mrs: Craig who lifted Kelly 
to fame some 23 years ago. Al- 
though this is a slighter play than 
“Craig’s Wife,” I believe it is far 
better written. The touch is more 
deft, the characters are more 
fully rounded and humanized, the 
dialogue is much cleverer and 
smoother. Kelly has painted Mrs. 
Espenshade in soft, gay colors, 
whereas he carved Mrs. Craig 
out with a chisel. 
The substance of the comedy is 
tenuous. Most of the action takes 
place off stage and merely is de- 
scribed, Two essential charac- 
ters—the other woman and an 
amateur female detective who 
“tails” the drifting husband —. 
never appear. But though the 
plot is spread pretty thin, the 
work is shrewd and penetrating, 
pointed with an amused and in- 
telligent irony, drawn with a 
warm understanding an extractor 
of appreciati¥e chuckles. 
Miss Claire’s performance ‘was 
beautiful. Her flutterings, her dis- 
illusionment, her indignation, ,her 
self-pity, her scheming, her simple 
dignity, her resurging romanti- 
cism, constituted a virtuoso dis- 
play of the first rank. She gets 
her effects with a complete lack 
of forcing. Her vital personality 
is tempered with a sureness of 
touch, an expert underplaying. 
You laughed at her Mrs, Espen- 
shade and thought her fooksh, 
but you were touched, and grew 
quite fond of her before the eve- 
ning was over. 
Almost everything else about 
this production was just as com- 
pletely satisfying. The rest ofthe 
cast of six were very capable, par- 
ticularly Jennifer Howard as the 
very modern daughter, Howard 
St. John as the husband, and 
Kathryn Givney as a friend, The 
direction by Kelly complemented 
his script in pace and mood, The

Wife of Saxony King, Later

BRUSSELS, April 1 (AP)—Prin- 
cess Louise of Saxony, whose ad- 
ventures caused a stir in Euro- 
pean courts 40 years ago, was 
buried quietly in Brussels last 
week, where she had lived in re- 
tirement and relative poverty for 


30 years. She died of bronchitis 
at the age of 77. 

A daughter of Ferdinand IV of 
Tuscany, and herself an Arch- 
duchess of Austria, she had been 
married at the age of 21 to Prince 
Frederic of Saxony, heir to the 
former kingdom of Saxony. 

A few days before the young 
king succeeded his father in 1904, 
Louise eloped with Andre Giron, 
the Belgian tutor of her four chil- 
dren, For a while the couple 
lived in Geneva while the divorce 
proceedings were going On. 

Three years later Louise caused 
a new scandal by marrying the 
Italian composer and violinist, En- 
rico Toselli, Four years later they 
separated and-a son born of this 
marriage was left in the care of 
the father. 

Louise traveled over Europe, 
spending lavishly. After World 
War I, reduced to poverty, she 
settled down in Brussels under 
the assumed name of Countess 
d'Ysette. She lived quietly with a 
couple of faithful servants in a 
small house,

A high-powefed, 
narcotics combine is riding high 
in the wake of relaxed wartime 
shipping regulations and flooding 
this nation with illicit. dope car- 
goes. 

Branded by United States offi- 
cials as one of the kingpins of the 
far-flung ring is Charles (Lucky) 
Luciano, the one-time vice over- 
lord whom Cuba a week or so ago 
deported to Italy under stiff prod- 
ding from Washington. And other 
big-time mob czars are known to 


have moved in on the cushy global . 


racket. 

The menacing point which their 
smoothly organized operations 
have reached was brought to light 
on March 16 in New York when 
United States customs men seized 
459 ounces of pure heroin—worth 
$1,147,500 in the illegal dope mar-

ket—aboard the French freighter oe 


St. Tropez, 

This was the biggest haul ever 
made in the Port of New York, 
Target No. 1 for all narcotics 
smugglers. And when authorities 
found that the wrappings on the 
loot were identical with those on 
the $250,000 worth of heroin 
seized two months before, aboard 
another ship, they realized that 
they had uncovered the ‘trail of 
a tremendous organization. 

Two sailors aboard the French 
vessel—Cesar Negro and /Rene 
Bruchard—have been arrested. 
But Col, Garland Williams, chief 
of the New York Narcotics Bu- 
reau, made it plain that these are 
only the small fry. 

dson J. Shamhart, deputy ecom- 
missioner in charge of Customs 
Investigations and Patrol, an- 
nounced in Washington that a 
full-dress investigation is being 
made of the manner in which the 
heroin was to have been chan- 
neled into the hands of dope ped- 
dlers. Shamhart revealed that his 
‘agents are checking into the ac- 
tivities of all major gang chiefs. 

It has long been well known 
that it is difficult to put the fin- 
ger on the really big dope oper- 
ators. For one thing, they are 
screened behind organizations 
which run as smoothly as any ma- 
jor industry. For another, the 
“hopheads” who buy the stuff are 
loath to identify the persons who 
sold it to them and thus dry up 
a desperately-needed source of 
supply. 

To combat this almost impos- 
sible situation, United States Attor- 
ney General Tom Clark is reported 
to be mapping out a unique legal 
fight—one which, if successful, ac- 
‘tually will force the dope addicts 


‘to turn informers, and will put 


authorities in a position to close 
in on the top men of the dope 
racket. 

According to persons close to 
him, Clark points out that most 
dope is coming into this country 
through the ports at New York, 
Galveston, New Orleans, Seattle 
and San Francisco. Therefore, he 
is planning to ask the states in 
which those ports are located to 
pass laws making drug addiction 
a high misdemeanor, punishable 
by a year in jail and/or a $1000 
fine. 

The idea behind such a law 
would be that the addict, when 
caught, would be given this choice: 
either identify the peddler who 


sold him the drug, and get a light . 


sentence, or face the full penalty. 

To follow the projected “legal 
shakedown” another step, the ped- 
dier then would be brought in. 
He would of course be charged 
with a Federal crime—possession 
and sale of narcotics. But he also 
might get a break by identifying 
the “wholesaler” who supplies him 
with drugs. Once the state blood- 
hounds get that far along in the 
hierarchy, they will be in a posi- 
tion to nab the top men. 

Just how many of the states 
would go along with such a plan 
cannot be determined at this time. 
However, a representative of 
Clark is reported to have already 
gotten in touch with a New York 
Assemblyman, and a bill is sup- 
posed to be introduced at the

Spring Good Time. 
For a Check-up 


PRING is growing time for 
all young things, and that in- 
cludes the children. During 
the sunny days of spring and 
summer, they grow fast. This is 
the time, then, to have them ex- 
amined by the family physician 
and attend to any deficiency that 
exists in their physical being, 
Take diseased tonsils, for ex- 
ample. They are a source of 
trouble, bringing on sore throats 
and reducing the efficiency of the 
body generally. Healthy tonsils, 
however, should not be touched. 
This is the time, too, to take 


out adenoids that are obstructing 
the child's nose. Adenoids are 
not necessary. They are growths 
that need removal, the sooner the 
better. They reduce the child’s 
supply of clean fresh air to the 
lungs, a serioy matter. 

It is the season, too, to have 
the children’s teeth examined. 
The dentist should be visited 
every six months, oftener if he 
finds anything wrong. The first 
teeth are very important and 
should be kept in as good condi- 
tion as possible, And don’t let 
them have qavities that are unat- 
tended. In this way crooked 
permanent teeth can be avoided. 

Then there are vaccinations.

“West opened the club king and 
before the play had progressed 
very far, declarer found that he 
was not only in a very high con- 
tract, but a contract that was 
virtually unmanageable. Ruffed 
down from the start by club 
leads, declarer never could cash 
in his spade tricks, and the re- 
sult was a 900-point penalty—not 
a very good “sacrifice”! 

It was South’s fault, of course, 
the -the bidding reached such a 
high level, but it was WNorth’s 
fault that the penalty was so big. 
South had not bid his two suits 
in such a way as to indicate 
equal lengths; he had _ rebid 
spades before even mentioning 
hearts. Thus, North should have. 
been absolutely sure that South 
had greater length, and probably 
greater strength, in spades than 
in hearts, and, moreover, North 
should have foreseen, because of 
his own four clubs, that South 
would immediately be “pumped” 
in that suit, 

Superficially, the A-52 of 
hearts was better support than 
the J-9 of spades, but this was 
only an elementary analysis. Since 
South was marked with at least 
six spades, he would be better 
able to stave off the club attack 
with spades as trump than with 
his shorter heart suit. Obvious- 
ly, South would not have been 
notably successful at a five-spade 
contract, but he could have saved 
at least two tricks, and 400 
points, If North had given the 
matter due consideration, he 
might have envisaged just that 
difference and taken the con- 
tract back to spades.
